NOTIFICATION 

Now Delhi, the 26th April, 1985 

S. O. 362(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary to appoint a Commission of 
Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into a definite 
matter of public- importance, namely, the allegations in re¬ 
gard to the incidents of organised violence in Delhi following 
the assassination of Sent, Indira Gandhi, the late Prime 
Minister. 

2. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 
of 1952), the Central Government hereby appoints a Com¬ 
mission of Inquiry to he presided over by Shri Justice 
Ranganath Misra, a sitting Judge of the Supreme Court. 

3. The terms of reference of the Commission shall be as 
follows 

(i) To enquire Into the allegations in regard to the 
incidents of organised violence which took place in 
Delhi following the assassination of the late Prime 
Minister, Shrimati Indira Gandhi. 

(il) To recommend measures which ratty be adopted 
for preventing the recurrence of such Incidents.

4. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central 
Government as sood as may be but not Inter than six months 
from the date of publication of this Notification in the 
official Gazette, 

3. The Commission may, if it deems fit, make interim 
reports to the Central Government before the expiry of the 
said period on any of the matters mentioned in paragraph 3 
above. 


6 , The headquarters of the Commission shall he at New 
Delhi. 


7. The Central Government is of opinion that, having re¬ 
gard to the nature of the inquiry to be made and other 
circumstances of the case, all the provisions of stib-section 
(2), sub-Section (3), sub-section (4) and sub-section (5) of 
section 5 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 
1952) should be made applicable to the said Commission and 
the Central Government, in exercise of the powers' conferred 
bv sub-section (1) of the said section 5, hereby directs that 
all the provisions of the said sub-sections (2), (3), (4) and 
(5) of that section shall apply to the Commission.
